A  PLEA  FOR 
CHANGE  OF  NAME 

By  Brucr  H.  Price 

The  use  of  the  term  “southwide"  in 
reference  to  the  "nationwide"  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  is  deplored  by  Dr. 
C.  E.  Wilbanks  of  Mississippi  in  the 
Baptist  Record.  Ho  continues,  “  South- 
wide'  cannot  describe  our  territory  with 
state  convention!;  In  73  states.  Home 
Mission  Board  work  in  37  states,  and 
one  or  more  Southern  Baptist  churches 
in  each  state  of  the  Union.”  Dr.  Wil¬ 
banks  makes  this  plea,  "Brethren,  we 
have  enlarged  our  borders.  Dare  we 
enlarge  our  vocabulary?”  Three  names 
are  suggested,  “Continent-wide,”  "Uni¬ 
ted  States-wide,”  and  "Convention- 
wide.”  The  last  comes  as  my  first 
choice. 


Editor  W.  Barry  Garrett  of  the  Ari¬ 
zona  Baptist  agrees  that  we  should  stop 
using  "Southwide"  iir  preference  to  our 
boards  and  agencies,  and  puts  his  finger 
on  the  heart  of  the  problem  by  asking, 
"How  are  we  going  to  get  “Southwide” 
out  of  our  thinking  when  we  continue 
to  call  our  convention  •Southern'?” 

The  spreading  of  the  convention  over 
the  West  and  North  leads  the  editor  to 
assert,  "We  are  just  fooling  ourselves 

_ when  we  think  we  have  a. ..'Saulhem'-. 

Baptist  Convention.” 

The  only  answer  is  in  a  new  name. 

For  several  years  some  have  felt  a 
need  of  a  more  appropriate  name  for 
our  rapidly  expanding  denomination. 
Considering  the  present  boundaries  of 
our  habitation  "Baptist  World  Con¬ 
vention”  would  not  be  a  bad  name,  but 
this  would  be  confusing  with  the  World 
Alliance. 

Some  of  the  other  24  Baptist  denomi¬ 
nations  in  the  United  States  have  select¬ 
ed  names,  a  few  of  which  might  be 
desirable  of  our  use.  This  limits  our 
choice. 

Among  the  names  already  taken  by 
Baptist  groups  I  shall  mention:  Ameri¬ 
can,  North  American.  National.  Union, 
and  General. 

This  leaves  two  appropriate  names 
which  cuiiie  to  my  maul.  1  >t.pp.o—  omh 
have  been  suggested  previously.  Refer¬ 
ence  is  made  to  "United  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,”  and  “Cooperative  Baptist 
Convention";  and  the  most  fitting  of 
these  is  “Cooperative.” 

“Cooperative”  makes  no  reference  to 
territory.  It  was  the  desire  of  churches 
to  cooperate  in  mission  work  which 
united  Baptists  in  the  Triennial  Con¬ 
vention  during  1814  from  which  the 
churches  of  the  South  withdrew  in 
1845  to  organize  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  It  is  the  desire  to  co¬ 
operate  in  mission  work  with  us  which 
leads  some  Baptist  churches  from  many 
sections  of  the  nation  and  a  few  outside 
ihe  continental  limits  to  ask  for  our 
fellowship.  The  Cooperative  Program 
describes  the  method  we  use  in  sup¬ 
porting  our  agencies  and  institutions. 
The  name  "Cooperative  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion”  describes  our  attitude,  fellow¬ 
ship.  and  unity  in  effort  without  men¬ 
tioning  territory.

%eadf/tffs  bring  strength

A  great  deal  has  been  writ¬ 
ten  about  the  inter-denomina¬ 
tional  (properly  called  non-de¬ 
nominational'  Bible  schools  and 
.their  relation  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists.  What  concerns  this, writer 
most  is  the  relation  of  Baptist 
preachers  and  Sunday  School 
officers  and  teachers  to  the  non- 
denominational  schools  and  ex¬ 
tension  centers.  It  would  sur¬ 
prise  the  average  Baptist  to 
know  how  many  Baptist  people 
are  now  enrolled  in  these  nun-, 
denominational  schools. 

Some  schools  which  purport 
to  be  Baptist  must  be  classified 
as  non-denominational.  There 
are  several  of  these  over  the 
south.  Such  groups  play  into 
the  hands  of  the  non-denomina- 
tionalists,  usually  unite  with  the 
extreme  elements  of  church 
unionism,  and  in  general  must 
be  classified  as  non-denomina- 
tionalists. 

It  would,  perhaps,  split  a 
church  to  forbid  the  leaders  to 
participate  in  this  movement 
Many  would  quit  the  church  be¬ 
fore  they  would  quit  the  Bible 
class.  What  is  the  answer?  Some 
have,  felt  that  we  need  to  es¬ 
tablish  more  institutions  of  the 
same  sort  but  Baptist  in  charac¬ 
ter.  There  is  a  better  answer 
near  at  hand — the  extension  of 
our  already  standized  institu¬ 
tions. 

Our  people  are  being  led  as¬ 
tray  because  they  have  not  been 
orientated  into  Baptist  teach-  ( 
ings.  They  have  not  been  given 
an  opportunity  to  learn  the  facts 
about  the  Bible,  Christian  edu¬ 
cation,  and  theology.  Our  col¬ 
leges  and  seminaries  are  point- 
I  ing  in  the  right  direction  for 
|  Baptist  people,  but  it  is  hardly 
probable  tliat  enough  college  , 
and  seminary  extension  centers 
could  be  set  up,  using  college 
and  seminary  professors  to  do  | 


the  teaching,  to  satisfy  the 
needs.  In  addition  to  this,  there 
are  restrictions  on  the  number 
of  hours  which  the  associations 
of  accreditation  permit  college 
and  seminary  professors  to 
teach. 

But  the  colleges  and  the  semi¬ 
naries  have  graduates  in  the 
field  who  are  not  only  capable 
of  teaching,  but  in  addition  are 
able  to  explain,  through  their 
experience,  problems  which  are 
confronted  by  those  who  have  a 
hunger  .  fur  knowledge.  A  uro 
gram  which  reflects  the  -pn  it 
t'f  leal  ning  in  the^e  standard 
institutions  is  very  much  need¬ 
ed  among  preachers  and  the 
lay  folk  of  our  churches.  Those 
who  would  study  the  Bible 
ought  not  to  have  to  turn  to 
non-denominational  training 
schools.  They  ought  to  be  in¬ 
troduced  to  the  Word  of  God 
in  its  historical  setting.  Only 
then  can  they  get  a  true  per¬ 
spective  of  that  which  Baptists 
call  "The  Authoritative  Book.'' 

The  extension  centers  offer 
guidance  in  the  preparation  and 
delivery  of  sermons,  pastoral 
leadership  and  growing  a 
church  through  its  organiza¬ 
tions.  The  Seminary  Extension 
Department  and  the  college  ex¬ 
tension  departments  offer  to 
Baptists  an  approach  which  can 
be  kept  in  the  hands  of  B#p- 
ti  t»  leadership.  (Qualified  teach¬ 
ers  can  offer  studies  in  subject 
matter  that  has  stood  the  test 
of  time. 

If  the  senior  Baptist  college 
in  a  state  does  not  offer  ex¬ 
tension  study,  this  Department 
will  help.  Where  there  is  not  a 
sufficient  number  to  initiate 
class  study,  individuals  can 
study  by  mail.  There  are  over 
3,000  now  enrolled  in  the  Semi¬ 
nary  Extension  Department  and 
our  Baptist  college  extension 
programs  have  about  .4,000.

A  DEFINITE  TRAINING  AND 
WITNESSING  PROGRAM 

Here  is  an  example  of  the  way 
the  plan  works:  A  woman  of 
French  descent  was  interested 
in  becoming  a  Christian.  She 
went  to  a  "nominal"  church 
member  who  was  at  a  loss  to 
know  what  to  tell  her.  But  she 
took  the  interested  woman  to 
another  member  who  had  finish¬ 
ed  the  personal*  evangelism 
training  course.  This  woman  ex¬ 
plained  the  plan  of  salvation 
and  led  this  spiritually  hungry 
seeker  lo  the  Throne  of  Grace. 
In  this  particular  case,  the  first 
woman  became  ashamed  of  her¬ 
self  and  joined  the  class. 

For  three  months  30  or  40 
church  members  come  to  the 
church  an  hour  before  the  Sun¬ 
day  evening  preaching  service. 
Those  who  have  children  send 

them .  to  their  iirffani  iai 

These  members  put  in  an  hour 
of  intensive  study  on  how  to 
witness.  When  members  gradu* 
ate  ffom  this  class  they  con¬ 
tinue  coming  to  the  church  an 
hour  early.  After  the  group 
meets  for  a  few  minutes  of 
prayer,  the  hour  is  spent  visit¬ 
ing  and  witnessing  to  lost  in¬ 
dividuals  whose  names  are  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  church.

"But  it  is  not  only  a  visita¬ 
tion  evangelism  campaign,"  de¬ 
clared  Dr.  Bruce  Underwood.
